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University Ave. Bridge closes to cars

The University Avenue Bridge is going to 
be indefinitely shut down to all vehicular 
traffic sometime between the fifth and the 
tenth of December, closing out a key seg¬ 
ment of the daily commute for people 
going to and from UMass Lowell. 

The bridge is likely to be closed until 
next September, but may take even longer 
for repairs to be made and the bridge can 
be re-opened. 

Foot traffic will still be allowed on the 
bridge, enabling students to continue to 
walk to and from classes on North 
Campus. The bridge has been closed to 
vehicles over three tons since early 
September because the state declared that 
it is unsafe structurally and that the weight 
from buses and trucks could weaken the 
bridge. This caused the UML shuttle buses 


to take a different route, avoiding the 
University Avenue Bridge by crossing 
over the Aiken Street Bridge near East 
Campus. 


According to an article printed last 
Wednesday in the Lowell Sun , Lowell City 
Manager John Cox made the announce¬ 
ment about the bridge at a City Council 


meeting last Tuesday night. Cox said that 
although the city is being forced to shut¬ 
down the bridge, city officials don't know 
what it will take to make the bridge safe. 

Cox sent an email to Dean Thomas 
Taylor, Dean of Student Services. The 
email told Taylor that the bridge will be 
closed at least until September of 2004. 
City officials hope to be able to do enough 
repair work to make the bridge safe, but, 
Taylor said, “At some point, they will try 
to repair it completely.” This could mean 
that the bridge will be tom down and com¬ 
pletely re-built, but at this time it appears 
that it is too early to tell what will be nec¬ 
essary to make the bridge safe for vehi¬ 
cles. 

Although students will be able to walk 
across the bridge, commuters that use the 
bridge to get from North Campus to South 
Campus will have to select an alternate

paperw ork for re-accreditation of 

the university. Accreditation is 
the process by which a school is 
officialy recognized, and must 
meet certain regulations to do so. 
The entire examination proce¬ 
dure of the university is over. The 
administration is waiting to hear 
an official announcement from 
New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges. Dr. 
Wooding believes there will be 
no problem in getting the accred¬ 
itation approved. “Our university 
has met with all the criterions. It 
has been informally approved. 
We will receive an official 
announcement in two months,” 


Wooding stated. 

There has been a consistent 
increase in the school fee for the 

past two and three semesters. 
Next semester the fee is increas¬ 
ing loo. Di. Wooding icnuukcd, 
“Nobody likes to make students 
pay. The school has limited fund¬ 
ing. The state provides us with a 
certain amount of money and the 
funding has been cut by one 
third. The government of 
Massachusetts in not willing to 
fund public higher education too 
much. And neither is it willing to 
increase the state tax, which will 
bring in some amount of rev¬ 
enue.” According to Wooding, 
the school officials understand it 
is a great burden on students to 
pay $12,000 to $14,000 annually 
for their college education. The 
total cost of education per stu-

Excited shouts, groans of frustra¬ 
tion, and laughs filled room 410 in 
Olsen Hall on November 3rd as a 
crowd watched student-designed 
robots compete against each other 
in the First Annual UMass Lowell 
Robot Egg Hunt. 

Senior Michael Bohan, the winner 
of the competition, walked away 
with a randomly moving weasel 
ball as a prize, which to the 
crowd’s delight was described by 
Professor Fred Martin as “hopefully [not performing] better 
than the robots.” When asked what the secret to his success 
was, Bohan said, “Simplicity wins.” 

The competition was held on November 3rd between 1:30 
and 3:00pm and was designed and moderated by Martin. 
The UML professor designed the competition as a part of his 


Robotics I class. The ten 
groups of student competi¬ 
tors were taken from this 
semester’s class. Martin has 
designed other competitions 
as well for the last fifteen 
years. 

The contest was run as a 
double elimination tourna¬ 
ment. Two robots at a time 
were placed in a large rec¬ 
tangular pen with “nests”, 
or goals, on each end. The 
pen was filled with twenty- 
four pastel eggs and six 
black eggs. The job of the 
students was to design a fully automated, not remote con¬ 
trolled, robot which could not only navigate through the pen 
on its own, but also tell the difference between the eggs. The 
robot then had to place the pastel eggs in its own nest and 
then either ignore or place the black eggs in their opponent’s

The U.S. Department of Homeland Security has 
proposed a one-time $100 fee for international stu¬ 
dents to cover the costs of the new database that the 
department uses to track them. This fee would gen¬ 
erate $30 million annually for the program, known 
as the Student and Exchange Visa Information 
System (SEVIS). 

Nearly 600,000 uuemauonal student* come to the 
United States for higher education every year con¬ 
tributing $12 billion annually to the national econ¬ 
omy. On average, an international student incurs an 
expense of $25,000 annually. These students have 
to pay for visa application fee, visa issuance fee, 
air-fare, tuition fees which are almost the triple of 
what in-state students pay for the same education 
being imparted, living expenses, and books. 

However, many college officials and internation¬ 
al students argue that it is unjust to make interna¬ 
tional students pay for their own tracking. There 
has been an ongoing debate over the alleged dis¬ 
criminatory nature of the fee at universities in U.S. 

Such sentiments have been echoed on the UMass 
Lowell campus. 

Dr. John Wooding, the Provost of UML said, “If 
America, by charging international students a 
tracking fee closes down access to the U.S., it clos¬ 
es down something that is wonderful about 
America, something which it stands for, that is the 
openness about it. The value that international stu¬ 
dents bring to the U.S. economy, with their skills, 
research, knowledge, with their diversity and cul¬ 
ture, far outweighs the cost of the tracking fee”. 

Annie Marie Ciaraldi, Resident director at UML 
said ‘To track 800,000 international students is 
pointless and would create just another bureaucra¬ 
cy.” As an American citizen, she would not like to 
pay higher taxes for SEVIS either. She feels the 
entire procedure is fruitless and should not exist at 
all. “99.99% of international students come here 


with the intention of studying, it’s discriminatory 
and violation of civil rights to keep a tab on their 
activities,” said Ciaraldi. 

Professor M. Riaz Khan of the Management 
Department of UML, argued, “We cannot go after 
each and every international student who comes 
from 155 different countries across the world and 
penalize them because four of the terrorists during 
the September 11th attacks happened to be on stu¬ 
dent visas. We are painting everybody with a broad 
brush.” He feels international students already pay 
huge fees and making them pay $100 extra for 
national security is no justification. “We pay for 
military operations of the country, then why not 
this? It's a cost we have to bear as a nation for our 
safety rather than make international students pay 
for our safety.” 

Similar feelings were expressed by Emma 
Bradley, a sophomore English major. “It’s discrim¬ 
inatory. I can understand the need for it, but we 
were bom in this country, and it is our responsibil¬ 
ity to take care of our safety, and bear the burden of 
homeland security cost rather than make interna¬ 
tional students pay for it.” 

Bishal Nepal, a senior Electrical engineering 
major, international student from Nepal, said, “It’s 
an extra burden on us. Based on the amount of 
tuition we pay it’s not fair. If Homeland Security 
wants to track us, they should make their own 
fund.” 

In addition Hengky Susanto, a senior graduate 
Computer Science major, and an international stu¬ 
dent from Indonesia remarked, “International stu¬ 
dents are assets. They contribute a lot with their 
research work, their diversity, and their knowledge. 
Most of us come here with the intention of study¬ 
ing. If they want to implement such a fee, they 
should do it to all foreigners living in this country. 
Today four terrorists on student visa attacked the 
country. Tomorrow, assume some illegal Mexican 
immigrant does it. You can’t go on targeting every 
community like that and charge them a tracking 
fee. It is preposterous.”

dent comes out to be approximately $25,000. “We 
are trying our level best not to put extra financial 
burden on students. But in order to run this institu¬ 
tion we have to implement an increase in fees,” 
Wooding insisted. 

Lastly, Dr. Wooding said he has a message for the 
students, faculty members, and other staff members 
of this university. “The mission of the University of 
Massachusetts Lowell is to provide sustainable and 


regional development. That’s a good mission. To 
flourish and develop economically and socially, but 
in a way that provides a healthy environment, an 
environment which creates safe, secure, and well- 
paying jobs. The only way we can fight terrorism is 
to have a just society. And all of this can be 
achieved with higher education and knowledge.”

History professor, author, scholar, activist

Professor Chad Montrie will 
most likely be seen rushing 
around the History Department 
m Coburn Hall. Even though he 
has only been teaching at UMass 
Low ell for about a year, he is a 
man of many accomplishments. 

Born and raised in Louisville, 
Kentucky. Montrie began his 
higher education at the 
University of Louisville. He 
received his B.A. in U.S. 

History in 1994. In 1997, 
Montrie attended Ohio State 


University where he received his 
Master’s in History. He also 
received his Ph.D. in History at 
The Ohio University. When 
asked why he chose 
Environmental studies Montrie 
explained it “blended socio-eco¬ 
nomic history with the environ¬ 
ment”. He goes on to say that 
“one of the ways capitalism dev¬ 
astates people is by ruining the 
environment”. 

Montrie also worked at Ohio 
State, first as a teaching assistant 
and then as an instructor. “I 
worked at Rhodes College, 
which is in Memphis Tennessee 
for a year and happened to see a 


job opening at UMass.” Montrie 
began teaching at UML in 2002, 
where he finds the classrooms to 
be “so much more vibrant than 
those at Rhodes...there is a great 
amount of ethnic diversity here” 
says Montrie, which he explains 
contributes to such motivating 
class discussions. 

As well as being an accom¬ 
plished professor, Montrie has 
also published a book called To 
Save the Land and The People. 
‘The book w.as actually part of 
my dissertation at Ohio State, 
which I finished in 2001.” 
Essentially, the book describes 
popular opposition to stipmining 


in Appalachia. Montrie says that 
“part of the problem is that we 
have to realize common people 
have participated in environmen¬ 
tal activism.” To Save the Land 
and The People was covered in 
the UMass Lowell Magazine in 
Fall 2003, where Montrie com¬ 
ments on the book as an 
“attempt to recover the environ¬ 
mentalism of working people”. 

Montrie believes Lowell is full 
of historical value. “You have 
the Merrimack River, the Boott 
Mills...Lowell is an interesting 
place to be.” Montrie believes 
everyone has a part in environ¬ 
mentalism, and he uses local 


communities, such as Lowell, to 
illustrate larger points. 

Montrie is also currently work¬ 
ing on a research project entitled 
Making a Living: Work and the 
Environment in the United 
States , which will be Montrie’s 
next book. The book is aimed at 
examining the historical rela¬ 
tionship between labor and 
nature. 

Montrie is a professor who 
takes what he learns in the class¬ 
room and applies it to real-life 
situations, and this is what he 
said he expects of his students 
each and everyday.

The robots were designed 
-sing Lego Technic pieces, 
a nandyboard—a piece of 
equipment containing a 
microprocessor and com¬ 
ponents, designed by 
Martin, a battery pack, and 
equipment used to sense 


light and obstacles. The 
robots were programmed 
with interactive C, a lan¬ 
guage specifically 

designed for robotic sys¬ 
tems. 

With all this technology, 
however, came the prob¬ 
lem of bugs and unexpect¬ 
ed results. Hilarity ensued 


during many matches 
when robots, due to these 
bugs, behaved unexpected¬ 
ly by either backing away 
from the eggs they were 
designed to collect, attack¬ 
ing other robots, or, in one 
case, being outperformed 
by a block of wood. One 
robot was pitted against a 


piece of wood for lack of a 
competitor during a round, 
and it was decided that if 
the robot did not collect 
any eggs, then the piece of 
wood would be declared 
the winner. The piece of 
wood put up quite a fight 
and emerged victorious. 

Many competitors made 


very complex robots, but 
due to bugs and time con¬ 
straints, many robots did 
not behave as expected and 
simply had no time to get 
their robots to work. 
Lessons such as this one, 
and skills like time man¬ 
agement, project manage¬ 
ment, and the unfortunate 


fact that designs which 
work well under lab condi¬ 
tions do not always do so 
outside of the lab, are what 
Martin hoped students 
would learn from this 
experience. He says that 
there will be more compe¬ 
titions like this to look for¬ 
ward to in the future.

The University Avenue Bridge 
was built in 1895, and it went 
through heavy repairs in 1965. 
Now state officials have ordered 
the bridge to be closed, but it is 
owned by the city, which means 
Lowell will have to come up with 
the tax dollars to repair it.

it comes to appeals. According to the 
UML Police website you only have 3 
days to appeal a ticket but according to 
Massachusetts General Laws c. 90 § 3.2 
and 3.4 you have 21 days. Which is 
it? 

If monies collected from tickets are 
going to a scholarship fund and if the 
State mandated appeals process is not 
followed then how do they have author¬ 
ity to report tickets to the RMV? 

Not to mention the subject of your 
photo, improperly marked handicapped 
spaces. According to MGL c. 90 § 18 all

Alas, another casualty in the 
world of 90's grunge/neo-glam 
rock ‘n’ roll. Stone Temple Pilots 
have said good-bye, but not with¬ 
out a few thank yous in the form 
of a greatest hits album. Thank 
You , which hit stores last week, is 
a definite trip down debauchery 
lane for any STP diehard, and a 
perfect introduction to any new¬ 
comer. 

A band that was pegged from 
the start as a Pearl Jam and 
Nirvana conglomeration, Scott 
Weiland and crew took the abuse 
from critics who refused to 
bestow upon them any credibili¬ 
ty. With richly layered guitar 
riffs, aggressive and somewhat 
sultry vocals, and a middle finger 
to the establishment, STP proved 
not to sell out in a genre teeming 
with numerous faux-angst prima 
donnas. 

The band's first offering, 1992's 
Core , was slow to gain success, 
but on second listen the album 
slowly crept up the charts.

Michael Cabral and 


Jason Paige led the River 
Hawk attack this year, 
Paige finished with 18 
goals and eight assists this 
year, while Cabral had 13 
goals and seven assists of 
his own. Sean O’Brien 
finished with a solid nine 
assists on the year while 
Christian Figueroa had 
seven. The strength of the 
team however was on 
defense. Said Priestly, “ 
goaltending and defend¬ 
ing led the way, we were 
fortunate to finish our 
chances.” Goalkeeper 
Bobby Ritter had a stellar 
season while junior 
Jonathan Curran led the 
way on defense. 

While UML fell short 


of a National 
Championship at the 
hands of Dowling, 
nobody in this program is 
fazed, as the outlook for 
next season is as strong as 
ever. Said Priestly, “The 
outlook for next season is 
very positive, departing 
seniors leave a void in 
leadership, but we have 
younger returning players 
as well as incoming 
recruiting class that will 
look to step into those 
roles.” It’s unclear what 
the future holds for UML 
men’s soccer, but they 
sent a message this season 
to the other teams in 
NE10 and all of Division 
II. Watch out for the River 


Hawks. 

Priestly also has a mes¬ 
sage of his own, this one 
directed towards every¬ 
one who supported the 
team this year. “We’ve 
been so fortunate in hav¬ 
ing such a devoted and 
positive fan following, 
and we really want to 
thank all the students and 
fans of our program who 
have come out and sup¬ 
ported us and made our 
home games very excit¬ 
ing. You became a 12th 
player for us and made 
our home games exciting 
for our team, intimidating 
for the opposing teams, 
and most importantly, a 
lot of fun” 
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He is perhaps best known for 
being the player that Epstein 
refused to include in a deal for 
then Montreal Expos pitcher 
Bartolo Colon. 

The right-handed Lyon went 4- 
6 with a 4.12 ERA and 9 saves 
last season for Boston. He start¬ 
ed the year as the most depend¬ 
able member of the Sox’ bullpen, 
holding the closer job for a 
while, before falling out of favor 
around mid-season. He was 
dealt to Pittsburgh at the trade 
deadline, only to be sent back a 
week later, as Pittsburgh claimed 
he was damaged goods. 

De La Rosa, a lefty, split last 
season between the Red Sox’ 
Double-A and Triple-A affiliates. 
He is rumored to be involved in 
another trade involving 
Milwaukee Brewers slugger 
Richie Sexson. 

The trade gives the Red Sox an 
advantage they have not had over 
the New York Yankees in quite a 
few years; a superb starting rota¬ 
tion. The Sox now have a domi¬ 
nating trio of Pedro Martinez, 
Schilling, and Derek Lowe, not 

to mention solid 4^ starter Tim 
Wakefield. The Yankees are 
bound to retaliate, whether it is 
re-signing Andy Pettitte, signing 
Colon, trading for Minnesota 
Twins lefty Eric Milton, or any 
combination of those and other 
transactions. Regardless of what 
the Yankees do, the acquisition 
of Schilling has given the Red 
Sox a major leg up.

Women’s basketball starts undefeated

With an impressive beginning 
season, the women’s basketball 
team is dominating the league 
with a record of 4-0. 

The team has wins over St. 
Thomas Aquinas (69-47), 
Caldwell (70-56), West Chester 
(58-54), and a Northeast 10 win 
over Franklin Pierce College (67- 
62). This strong beginning is 
being kept close-knit by the 
intense team behind the record. 

Career and team high scoring 
records have been smashed by 
the 2003-2004 team and their 
success is only beginning. 
Leading the women’s team is 
long time head coach Kathy 
O’Neil, assistant coaches Jada 
Pierce and Dahima James, and 
Captain Enjoli Edwards. 

On Saturday against St. 
Thomas Aquinas, Senior 
Dragana Rabota racked up 13 


points, six rebounds and three 
assists giving UMass Lowell a 
safe lead in the first half. 
Sophomore Mariette Guillaume 
also showed scoring strength 
after putting nine points on the 
scoreboard. 

The River Hawks continued 
their lead in the first half with 
help from sophomore Tammy 
Haulcy and junior Enjoli 
Edwards each adding 10 points. 
Rabota and Guillaume led the 
River Hawks in scoring again on 
Friday, dominating the Caldwell 
College Cougars and giving the 
women’s team their second win. 
Rabota’s fierce scoring helped 
with the win as she scored a 
game-high 22 points as the team 
trampled over Caldwell College 
70-56. Guillaume also had an 
impressive game with a career- 
high 19 points scored during the 
game, scoring 5 out of 8 shots 
from 3-point range, and grabbing 
nine rebounds. Offensively the 
River Hawks dominated the 


Cougars, leading them 47-30 at 
the break and continuing to finish 
them off with winning at the end. 

Sunday, the River Hawks man¬ 
aged to pull their team together 
and take the win against West 
Chester 58-54. Junior Enjoli 
Edwards dominated the offense 
with 15 points and 9 rebounds. 
Rabota, continuing to lead the 
offensive line for the team, man¬ 
aged to hit four clutch free 
throws with seconds remaining 
to finish with 11 points to add to 
her season. The win over the 
Golden Rams added one more 
win to the their flawless record of 
3-0. This only the third time in 
the 28-year history of the 
women’s basketball program that 
the River Hawks were able to 
win their first three games. 

Rabota led the women’s team 
to their fourth victory over 
Franklin Pierce, 67-62 as she 
converted 9 of her 14 shots and 
grabbed five rebounds. 
Guillaume also helped to push 


the River Hawks passed the 
Ravens by adding 13 points and 
nine rebounds as well as scoring 
3 out of 5 shots from 3-point 
range. Junior Enjoli Edwards 
dominated with 12 points against 
Franklin Pierce, giving the team 
eight rebounds and four steals. 
Sophomore Emily Kordas mak¬ 
ing 11 points and getting five 


managed to put the last of the 
needed points on the scoreboard 
to defend the lead and take the 
win for the River Hawks.

After notching a 3-1 
victory against Boston 
University Friday night 
at the Walter Brown 
Arena, The River 
Hawks and Terriers tied 
3-3 on Saturday night at 
the Tsongas Arena. 

A young UML team 
should be proud of 
picking up 3 points in a 
home and home against 
BU. Especially consid¬ 
ering the track record of 
the team. It’s safe to say 
the rivalry has been 
pretty one-sided over 
the years, coming into 
the weekend, BU led 
the all time series 50- 
11-4. But that was a sta¬ 
tistic clearly not on the 
mind of the UML play¬ 
ers, who despite falling 


behind early in each 
game, managed to 
avoid a loss. 

Saturday’s game 
started as a high scoring 
affair, but turned into a 
defensive battle 

towards the end. BU’s 
Gregg Johnson and 
Matt Radoslovich com¬ 
bined to open the score 
with a shorthanded 
goal. They broke in one 
a two on one and 
Radoslovich one-timed 
Johnson’s pass past 
UML goaltender Chris 
Davidson. 

The River Hawks 
would respond however 
before the end of the 
period. With only 3 
minutes remaining. 
Forward Ben Walter 
skated into Terrier terri¬ 
tory and wristed a shot 
past BU goalie Sean 
Fields and into the 


lower right portion of 
the net. UML jumped 
out in front early in the 
second period as sopho¬ 
more forward Mark 
Pandolfo scored his 
second goal of week¬ 
end. Todd Fletcher who 
was behind the net, 
managed to get a pass 
of to Pandolfo who 
buried a shot passed 
Fields to give the River 
Hawks the lead. 
Moments later howev¬ 
er, BU regained the 
momentum as Ryan 
Whitney blasted a shot 
from the slot that beat 
Davidson at 3:04 of the 
second. 6 minutes later, 
the Terriers then 
regained the lead with a 
goal from forward Dan 
Spang. The River 
Hawks were not fazed, 
at 15:59 of the second, 
Elias Godoy sent across 


a pass into the BU zone 
to Chris Fontas. Fontas 
then nicely one-touched 
the puck to captain 
Jerramie Domish, who 
sent it past Fields top 
shelf, evening the score 
up at three. 

The 3rd period might 
as well have been part 
of a different game, as it 
bared no resemblance 
what so ever to the first 
two. Despite being out 
shot 12-6 in the 3rd, 
UML held on for the tie 
thanks to great goal¬ 
tending from Davidson. 
The River Hawks 
turned things around in 
overtime. They nearly 
pulled off the victory, 
but a tremendous glove 
save by Fields saved 
BU from back to back 
losses. Davidson fin- 
ished the night with 28

On Friday, the Boston Red Sox 
acquired right-handed pitcher 
Curt Schilling from the Arizona 
Diamondbacks for pitchers 
Casey Fossum, Brandon Lyon, 
Jorge De La Rosa, and a minor 
leaguer to be named later. 

The two teams had agreed to the 
deal earlier in the week, but 
Schilling had to waive his no¬ 
trade clause. After several days 
of negotiations with Red Sox 
executives Theo Epstein and 
Larry Lucchino, Schilling agreed 
to drop the clause. He agreed to 
the trade, as well as to a two-year 
contract extension, with an 
option for a third. The deal could 
keep Schilling in Boston through 
2007. 

The Red Sox and Schilling had 
been granted a deadline of 5pm 
on Friday to negotiate a deal. 
After working to a deadlock, they 
were granted a twenty-four hour 
extension. They only needed a 
couple hours, agreeing to the deal 
Friday evening. 

Schilling spent three seasons in 
Arizona, teaming with Randy 
Johnson to form one of the most 
dynamic pitching duos in base¬ 
ball history. The two were 


named co-MVPs of the^200T 
World Se«e>. \vhen the 
Diamondbacks defeated the New 
York Yankees in seven games. 
Schilling went 22-6 with 293 
strikeouts and a 2.98 ERA that 
season, then followed with a 23- 
7 record, 316 strikeouts and 3.23 
ERA in 2002. However, last sea¬ 
son Schilling struggled with 
injuries and finished with a 
record of 8-9. He did, however, 
have an impressive ERA of 2.95 
ERA and struck out 194 batters in 
just 168 innings. 

For the Red Sox, the deal is a 
major coup. Schilling had said 
that he would only accept a trade 
to the New York Yankees or 
Philadelphia Phillies. However. 
Epstein managed to convince 
him that Boston would be a good 
destination for him. One thing 
that attracted Schilling to Boston 
was the potential to play under 
Terry Francona, who managed 
him in Philadelphia. Francona is 
considered a front-runner for the 
Red Sox managerial position, 
vacant since Grady Little was 
fired after the ALCS. 

Fossum, a left-hander, was 6-5 
with a 5.47 ERA for Boston last 
season, and also pitched at the 
Double-A and Triple-A levels.
